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Hill  Women  Arrange  for 
Kids  to  See  "Nutcracker"

Two  long-time  Potrero  Hill  residents, 
Aide  Anderson  and  Miriam  Lucchesi, 
firmly  believe  that  Clara's  adventures 
with  the  nutcracker  should  be  experienced 
by  all  children,  rich  and  poor  alike.  Once 
again  they  are  making  sure  that  children 
at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
can  share  the  wonder  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Ballet's  rendition  of  "The  Nut- 
cracker." 

Since  1985,  Anderson  and  Lucchesi  have 
been  working  with  two  Potrero  Hill  com- 
panies to  bring  economically  disadvant- 
aged children  on  the  Hill  to  see  "The  Nut- 


cracker" during  the  holiday  season.  At 
first,  they  worked  with  the  companies 
to  provide  the  tickets  to  three  Potrero 
Hill  schools.  But  since  last  year  they 
have  concentrated  their  efforts  on  the 
children  at  the  "Nabe." 

"It  seemed  that  these  children  could 
get  as  much  sports  as  they  wanted,  but  no 
one  was  looking  out  for  their  soul,"  says 
Anderson.  "In  competitive  sports,  only 
one  child  wins.  We  wanted  all  these 
children  to  win.  Seeing  something  as 
beautiful  as  'The  Nutcracker'  for  two 
hours  a  year  could  show  them  there's  hope 
beyond  their  world."

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IN  OUR  VIEW 

Don 't  Sit  This  One  Out  - 
Vote  Art  Agnos  on  Dec.  10 

More  than  70  percent  of  Potrero  Hill  voters  cast  their  ballots  Nov.  5  for  Mayor 
Art  Agnos,  Supervisor  Angela  Alioto  and  Assessor  Richard  Hongisto.  Taken  together, 
we  believe  most  of  these  Hill  votes  were  a  mandate  to  see  our  city  run  as  effectively 
and  compassionately  as  possible  and  to  see  solutions  to  our  city's  problems  that 
enhance  our  environment,  increase  affordable  housing  and  provide  services  that  meet 
the  city's  needs. 

Many  of  the  voters  who  cast  ballots  for  Alioto  or  Hongisto  may  well  have  voted 
for  Agnos  four  years  ago,  but  since  then  have  become  disenchanted  with  Agnos  and 
thought  it  was  time  to  send  the  Mayor  a  message.  And  perhaps  with  other  candidates 
in  the  field  who  appeared  to  offer  a  progressive  perspective,  voters  had  the  luxury 
on  Nov.  5  of  sending  Agnos  a  message  by  Voting  for  someone  else.  But  for  San  Fran- 
ciscans who  do  not  want  to  see  the  progressive  gains  this  city  has  made  dismantled 
in  the  next  few  years,  it  is  far  too  costly  a  luxury  simply  to  sit  this  one  out.  Diff- 
erences with  Agnos  that  may  seem  to  loom  large  now  will  pale  by  comparison  if 
former  Police  Chief  Frank  Jordan  is  elected  Mayor. 

Much  of  the  run-off  rhetoric  has  been  dominated  by  allusions  to  Agnos'  and  Jordan's 
style  —  who  is  "abrasive,"  who  is  a  "good  guy."  But  various  debates  and  interviews 
have  delineated  clearly  dramatic  differences  between  Agnos  and  Jordan  on  issues 
and  experience,  program  and  performance. 

Despite  a  four-year  term  that  has  been  plagued  by  inherited  budget  shortfalls,  a 
revenue-draining  drought  and  the  1989  earthquake,  Agnos  has  instituted  programs  to 
help  deal  with  problems  such  as  homelessness,  housing,  youth  gangs  and  AIDS.  These 
are  problems  that  plague  every  city  in  the  nation  and  demand  thoughtful  and  long- 
range  solutions.  Agnos  has  made  some  mistakes,  but  he  has  ideas,  and  has  tried  to 
create  programs  that  work. 

When  Jordan  is  asked  about  what  he  would  do  to  solve  any  of  the  city's  problems, 
he  has  no  answers  of  his  own.  His  stock  response  is  "it's  on  the  table."  When  asked  by 
a  S.F.  Examiner  reporter  whether  he  would  cut  back  on  funding  for  AIDS,  he  replied, 
"At  this  point,  no.  But  it  is  too  early  for  me  to  be  making  those  kinds  of  decisions." 
Indeed,  when  Jordan  has  answers,  they  are  frequently  ill-defined  —  and  often  against 
the  law.  His  initial  response  to  the  city's  homeless  crisis  was  that  he  would  simply 
round  people  up  off  the  streets  and  put  them  on  a  work  farm  in  San  Bruno. 

Two  of  his  responses  are  especially  chilling  for  Potrero  Hill.  He  recently  proposed 
building  a  stadium  in  the  Mission  Bay  project,  even  though  voters  —  and  Agnos  — 
rejected  the  7th  and  Townsend  site  when  it  was  on  the  ballot  in  1987,  and  despite  a 
contract  that  has  been  signed  with  Mission  Bay  developer  Catellus  excluding  such  a 
stadium.  Jordan  also  promised  downtown  business  representatives  that  he  would  de- 
velop the  Southern  waterfront.  What  effect  would  this  have  on  Potrero  Hill,  and  on 
the  preservation  of  remaining  maritime  jobs? 

With  only  two  questions  on  the  Dec.  10  ballot  —  who  will  be  Mayor  for  the  next  four 
years  and  Prop.  A  —  it  is  anticipated  that  voter  turnout  will  drop  considerably  from 
the  Nov.  5  total.  In  November,  only  43.9  percent  of  Potrero  Hill  voters  turned  out, 
but  such  conservative  strongholds  as  West  of  Twin  Peaks  saw  57.1  percent  of  their 
voters  cast  ballots.  Tradition  has  shown  that  this  city's  conservative  voters  always 
turn  out  in  larger  numbers  for  a  run-off. 

This  means  that  no  one  on  Potrero  Hill  who  cares  about  the  future  of  our  city  can 
afford  simply  to  sit  this  one  out.  We  believe  that  the  choice  is  clear.  We  strongly 
urge  you  to  vote  on  Dec.  10,  and  to  vote  for  Art  Agnos  for  Mayor.

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Prop.  A:  A  Taxing  Dilemma 
On  Needed  School  Funds 


Along  with  the  Mayor's  race  on  the  Dec.  10  ballot  is  Prop.  A,  which  would  raise 
San  Francisco's  sales  tax  by  a  quarter-cent  for  the  next  17  months.  This  increase 
would  provide  about  $14  million  for  the  city's  public  schools  and  about  $7  million 
for  our  community  college  system. 

This  increase  would  bring  San  Francisco's  sales  tax  to  8i  cents,  taking  into  account 
the  1  i  cent  hike  from  Governor  Pete  Wilson  in  June.  It  is  axiomatic  that  the  sales 
tax  is  a  regressive  way  of  raising  revenue,  taking  a  larger  portion  of  funds  from  the 
poor  and  working  people  than  it  does  from  those  who  can  better  afford  to  pay. 
Especially  with  the  recent  application  of  the  sales  tax  to  such  items  as  newspapers 
and  "snacks,"  its  regressive  nature  is  even  more  apparent. 

Because  of  this,  it  would  be  tempting  for  us  simply  to  urge  opposition  to  Prop.  A 
on  principle.  But  sometimes  a  blind  adherence  to  principle  in  isolation  from 
reality  —  even  such  an  important  principle  us  fair  taxation  —  can  be  not  only  self- 
indulgent  but  also  self-destructive. 

For  there  is  no  question  that,  especially  following  the  $17  million  budget  cutback 
last  June,  San  Francisco's  schools  desperately  need  the  funds  that  would  be  raised  by 
Prop.  A.  These  funds  could  be  used  to  re-hire  the  hundreds  of  long-term  substitutes 
who  were  let  go,  the  school  librarians  and  library  assistants  who  now  no  longer  pro- 
vide their  services  to  the  schools,  the  guidance  counselors  who  were  once  there  to 
help  youngsters  with  problems.  And  even  if  Prop.  A  is  merely  a  17-month  stopgap, 
17  months  can  be  crucial  in  a  youngster's  school  life. 

In  addition,  with  enrollment  getting  tighter  and  fees  soaring  at  the  University  of 
California  and  State  University  systems,  our  community  college  is  facing  an  un- 
precedented number  of  students  seeking  education  —  at  the  same  time  as  they  have 
been  forced  to  cut  back  on  staff  and  resources. 

For  us,  the  real  question  must  be  a  long-range  one.  Prop.  13,  whose  effects  are  now 
being  clearly  seen  after  13  years,  must  be  overturned.  It  provides  for  patently  unequal 
taxation  —  witness  identical  homes  next  door  to  one  another  with  thousands  of 
dollars  difference  in  their  property  taxes.  And  Prop.  13  limits  starve  school  districts 
and  other  crucial  programs  of  needed  revenue.  President  Bush  has  made  it  clear  he 
favors  privatization  of  education  through  a  voucher  system,  and  California's  Wilson 
is  hell-bent  on  attacking  public  services  and  public  employees. 

It's  time  for  voters  to  insist  that  our  elected  officials  develop  —  and  be  committed 
to  —  fair  methods  of  taxation  so  we  will  not  once  again  have  to  face  the  sort  of 
dilemma  of  helping  education  through  regressive  taxes  that  is  reflected  in  Prop.  A.

PG&E  Disrupts 


Editor: 

Hill  residents  are  no  doubt  aware  of 
the  extensive  PG&E  service  work  being 
done  on  the  Hill  in  recent  weeks.  Work 
of  this  nature  necessitates,  to  some  ex- 
tent, the  disruption  of  our  daily  lives. 
If  you've  ever  tried  to  locate  PG&E  per- 
sonnel to  account  for  any  irresponsible 
disruption  caused  by  such  service  work, 
you  may  have  reached  a  dead-end  with  a 
nasally  voice  sounding  not  unlike  Lily 
Tomlin's  'Ernestine.'  "Snort,  snort! 
Well  look  into  it  but,  frankly,  we're 
PG&E.  We  don't  HAVE  to  care!" 

On  Nov.  5,  a  planned  (non-emergency) 
service  crew  was  dispatched  to  the  1000 
block  of  Kansas  St.,  blocking  the  drive- 
way and  a  parking  space  on  either  side 
thereof.  This  driveway  happened  to  be 
in  front  of  our  polling  place!  PG&E's 
Customer  Service  (?)  speculated  that  the 
crew  was  not  aware  of  this.  Let's  see 
now  .  .  .  open  garage,  four  voting  booths, 
American  flag,  port-a-john  and  signs  on 
Utility  poles.  Hmmm!  One  service  rep 
was  apparently  unclear  as  to  what  a 
polling  place  was! 

On  Nov.  21,  a  planned  outage  in  the 
same  block  shut  off  electricity  for  four 
and  one-half  hours.  Of  17  residents  on 
this  same  block,  only  three  were  given 
any  advance  notice.  This  'notice'  was 
verbal  and  came  20  minutes  before  the 
shut-off.  They  were  told  that  the  shut- 
off  would  be  for  15-20  minutes! 

If  instances  such  as  these  are  'planned,' 
it  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  courtesy  to 
inform  those  residents  to  be  affected  and 
make  them  part  of  the  'plan.' 

If  you  experience,  or  have  experienced 
similar  problems,  I  encourage  you  to  by- 
pass the  Ernestines  of  PG&E,  and  call 
Jim  Sprecher  at  695-3425.  His  title  is 
Operations  Mgr.  He  has  informed  me 
that  the  buck  stops  with  him.  If  the  buck 
rolls  past  him,  I  encourage  you  to  call 
Bill  Gaffney  of  the  PUC  at  703-2142.  He 


is  a  Regulatory  Analyst  and  I  have  found 
him  to  be  extremely  helpful  in  deter- 
mining exactly  where  a  rolling  buck  must 
stop.

Dear  Mr.  Jaurequi, 

As  a  resident  of  Potrero  Hill  since  1973 
and  a  homeowner  since  1975,  I  have  longed 
for  the  day  when  our  ugly  old  utility 
lines  would  be  put  underground.  1  have 
an  otherwise  lovely  view  of  the  City 
that  is  crisscrossed  with  wires  and  pole 
crossbars,  the  result  of  years  of  accumula- 
tion of  electricity,  telephone  and  cable 
service. 

So,  naturally,  I  am  distressed  to  hear 
(while  out  of  the  country  on  business) 
that  they  are  going  to  remain  above 
ground  and  only  be  "fortified."  It  means 
many  decades,  I'm  sure,  before  they  are 
removed  completely. 

I  am  only  hoping  the  new  poles  and 
anchors  will  be  more  attractive  than  the 
old  ones  and  I  would  love  to  know  if  there 
are  plans  still  existent  to,  one  day,  put 
our  electric  service  underground.  In 
most  parts  of  the  city  they  already  are, 
and  I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  it  makes  an  enormous  difference  in 
aesthetic  appeal. 

At  the  same  time,  I  realize  that  PG&E 
has  borne  the  brunt  of  many  an  unfair 
criticism  in  the  past,  and  I  do  not  want 
to  add  to  those.  I  am  just  curious  as  to 
the  feasibility  of  underground  service 
in  our  neighborhood. 

Thanks  to  you  and  your  staff  for  many 
years  of  trouble-free  service,  both  in 
electricity  and  gas,  and  for  the  cheapest 
utility  rates  in  the  world  today.

tickets,  Hills  Brothers  Nestle  (formerly 
Hills  Brothers  Coffee  Company)  and 
Catellus  Development  Corporation 
(formerly  Sante  Fe  Pacific  Realty),  pro- 
vide transportation  in  a  sleek  bus. 

Lucchesi  remembers  one  year  when  the 
children  were  all  waiting  on  the  Hill  for 
the  bus.  "For  some  reason,  the  bus  never 
showed.  So  I  ran  out  into  the  street  and 
stopped  the  Number  19  bus  and  con- 
vinced the  driver  he  had  to  get  these 
kids  to  "The  Nutcracker."  He  was  mad, 
but  we  got  to  the  show  on  time." 

This  take-charge  attitude  is  not  out  of 
character  for  either  Lucchesi  or  Ander- 
son. Both  women,  though  long  retired, 
keep  busy  on  the  Hill.  Among  other 
activities,  Anderson  works  as  a  film 
extra  in  movies  filmed  locally.  Some 
may  recognize  her  as  the  nosey  neighbor 
in  the  movie  "Pacific  Heights."  Lucchesi 
is  active  as  a  volunteer  in  the  Retired 
Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP). 

But  a  lot  of  their  energy  goes  into 
making  sure  children  on  the  Hill  get  to 
enjoy  "The  Nutcracker"  every  year.  "I 
still  cry  when  I  see  their  faces,"  says 
Anderson.  "That's  my  present  to  myself." 

This  year  the  children  will  see  "The  Nut- 
cracker" on  December  13.  40  clients 
from  the  Nabe's  Social  Development 
Program  for  developmentally  disabled 
adults  will  also  attend.

The  two  women  believe  that  seeing 
"The  Nutcracker"  truly  does  bring  hope 
to  the  children.  Lucchesi  remembers  a 
boy  who,  after  a  performance,  started 
doing  ballet  steps  "right  there  on  Van 
Ness  Avenue."  She  also  remembers  the 
immediate  chorus  of  "Can-we-come- 
again?"  that  she  hears  every  year  as  the 
kids  leave  the  theater.  And  the  way  you 
can  hear  a  pin  drop  when  the  clock  is 
ticking  at  the  beginning  of  the  perfor- 
mance. 

Anderson  remembers  the  boy  last  year 
who  sat  in  front  of  her,  completely  rest- 
less through  the  first  act.  In  the  second 
act,  though,  he  sat  upright  and  attentive. 
"Suddenly,  he  lifted  his  left  arm  off  the 
arm  rest  and  started  conducting  with 
the  conductor.  He  did  this  for  the  rest 
of  the  performance.  That's  what  this  is 
all  about,"  she  affirms. 

Anderson  and  Lucchesi  insist  that  the 
children  not  only  see  "The  Nutcracker," 
but  see  it  in  style.  "Right  from  the  be- 
ginning, I  insisted  they  get  orchestra 
seats,  right  up  front,  in  the  center," 
stresses  Anderson.  "I  wanted  them  to  be 
able  to  watch  the  conductor  and  the  mu- 
sicians." The  San  Francisco  Ballet  has 
consistently  ensured  that  those  are 
exactly  the  seats  the  children  get. 

The  women  also  want  the  children  to 
travel  in  style.

A  sumptuous  Thanksgiving  feast 
offered  free  at  the  neighborhood's 
St.  Teresa's  Church,  and  sponsored  by 
the  Hill's  Asimakopoulos  Cafe,  was  the 
next  best  thing  to  being  at  home,  accord- 
ing to  Debbie,  a  grateful  and  homeless 
diner.  "I'd  rather  be  in  my  own  home,  in 
my  own  kitchen,  cooking  my  own  dinner," 
she  said,  but  she  felt  herself  blessed  to 
be  enjoying  such  delicious  food,  in  such 
a  comparatively  relaxed  and  intimate 
atmosphere. 

And  John  Gipson,  who  has  been  out  of 
work  and  down  on  his  luck  for  three 
years,  loved  the  immediate  service:  "I 
don't  have  to  wait  in  line,"  he  glowed. 

This  was  the  third  year  that  the  cafe 
has  sponsored  such  a  dinner,  and  the 
first  time  it  was  held  at  St.  Teresa's. 
Alison  Dance,  co-owner  of  Asimakopoulos 
and  a  chief  instigator  of  the  annual  event, 
along  with  co-owner  Barbara  Asimos,  felt 
that  the  poor  and  homeless  would  feel 
more  comfortable  with  more  space,  and 
that  the  new  location  would  help  to 
generate  more  community  involvement. 
The  tradition  of  serving  diners  at  their 
tables  remained,  as  did  the  emphasis 
on  hospitality. 

Alison,  her  sister  Andrea  Dance,  and 
their  good  friend  Gail  Durkin,  were  the 
primary  organizers  for  this  year's  event. 
By  Thanksgiving  Day,  more  than  two 
dozen  volunteers  were  at  work,  peeling 
potatoes,  mixing,  stirring,  cooking,  uud 
carrying  heaping  platefuls  of  ham  and 
turkey  with  all  the  trimmings  to  the 
seated  guests. 

David,  a  diner  who  suffers  from  chronic 
backache  and  mental  illness,  was  thrilled. 
"It's  like  a  family  here,"  he  said.  "Peace- 
ful. No  lines.  People  walking  around, 
talking.  These  people  (the  volunteers) 
are  cool  —  so  courteous,  so  nice!" 


There  were  tables  stacked  with  free 
clothes  and  take-out  food  items  such  as 
baskets  of  strawberries  and  sacks  of 
oranges  and  apples.  The  joy  of  genero- 
sity had  infected  Wendy  Piayk  who  was 
having  a  great  time  passing  out  clothes: 
"There  were  some  gorgeous  things  here. 
We  just  give  it  away!  It's  been  a  blast! 
Some  of  the  people  don't  have  anything  — 
they're  really  grateful." 

Some  175  to  200  dinners  were  served, ' 
up  from  1 30  the  year  before.  A  good 
number  of  Potrero  Hill  businesses  made 
donations  to  the  effort.  "Good  Life  gave 
turkey;  Farley's,  coffee;  Just  for  you, 
pies;  ice  cream  from  the  Daily  Scoop, 
to  name  a  few,"  said  Dance.  Large  food 
purveyors  who  deal  with  the  Asimakopou- 
los Cafe  also  donated.  "We  got  a  case 
of  coke  from  J  &  B's,  people  like  to 
contribute,  they  often  just  don't  know 
how  to  plug  in,"  she  said.  Plates  were 
piled  with  ham  and  turkey,  mashed  po- 
tatoes, sweet  potatoes,  cooked  vegetables, 
and  followed  up  with  coffee,  pie  and  ice 
cream. 

Derrick,  a  resident  of  the  Tenderloin 
given  to  exclamations,  paused  midbite 
to  pronounce  the  food  "excellent!"  He 
continued,  "Real  potatoes!  No  flakes! 
I  love  this  ice  cream!  Real  food!  Out 
of  this  world!" 

Volunteer-driven  mini-vans  shuttled 
people  from  the  Tenderloin's  Hospitality 
House  and  rescued  others  from  long  lines 
at  St.  Anthony's  and  Glide  Memorial. 
Other  diners  came  from  Potrero  Hill, 
and  Mayor  Art  Agnos  was  there  for 
hello  s  and  handshakes.  Danny,  disabled 
and  living  in  the  Tenderloin,  was  delighted 
to  shake  hands  with  the  Mayor.  Later  he 
commented,  "Agnos  has  been  slow,  but  he 
has  been  making  an  effort  to  help  us. 
People  are  very  scared  of  Jordan." 

One  woman,  nearly  80,  wandered  in  by 
herself  after  walking  the  neighborhood 
looking  for  an  open  restaurant.  Although

she's  owned  her  home  on  the  hill  since

rants  were  closed  —  I'm  just  happy  I  got  in 
somepluce!  And  the  food  here  is  lovely!

always  eat  out,  but  never  this  pleasantly!" 

Durkin  and  the  Dance  sisters  stress 
that  anyone  is  welcome,  and  service  with 
no  questions  asked  is  a  major  part  of 
their  philosophy.

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Health  Center  to  Give  Flu  Shots  at  Nabe  Dec.  16 


As  winter  approaches,  so  does  the  in- 
fluenza virus,  or  the  "flu"  bug.  Influenza 
is  a  viral  infection  that  affects  the  respi- 
ratory tract  and  is  spread  by  respiratory 
droplets,  as  is  the  common  cold.  When 
you  get  the  flu,  you  usually  have  fever, 
headache,  body  aches,  chills  and  cough. 
Most  people  are  ill  for  only  a  few  days, 
but  others  can  become  seriously  ill  as, 
for  example,  from  secondary  bacterial 
infections  that  can  cause  pneumonia. 
Thousands  of  people  die  every  year  from 
the  flu  or  related  complications. 

Major  world-wide  flu   epidemics  occur 
every  10  to  12  years,  with  minor  epidem- 
ics occurring  every  two  to  three  years.

Bailey's  life  has  been  highlighted  by 
many  activities.  Among  them,  in  1935, 
at  the  age  of  23,  he  tore  down  the  Nazi 
flag  off  the  Bremen,  a  German  ship  dock- 
ed in  New  York  Harbor,  and  was  beaten 
and  jailed  for  this.  He  helped  organize 
workers  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  in 
1936  he  went  to  Spain  to  fight  Franco's 
fascists. 

He  was  active  in  the  Marine  Firemen's 
Union  and  the  Intl.  Longshoremen's  & 
Warehousemen's  Union  (ILWU),  in  which 
he  was  elected  Vice  President  of  ILWU 
Local  10. 

Although  Bailey  left  the  Communist 
Party  in  1956  over  the  Soviet  invasion 
of  Hungary,  he  is  still  considered  San 
Francisco's  resident  radical.  In  recent 
years  he  has  appeared  in  documentaries 
and  Hollywood  films.  Among  them  are: 
"Guilty  by  Suspicion;"  "Seeing  Red;" 
"The  Good  Fight;"  "On  the  Edge,"  and 
"Strike  Story,"  In  his  retirement, 
Bailey  has  been  working  on  an  autobio- 
graphy.

Kansas  Street 

Turkey 

Aluminum  foil 

Charcoals 

Seasonings 

Build  a  drip-pan  from  the  foil  as 
large  as  the  circumference  of  the 
turkey.     Heat  18  charcoals  and 
divide  them  into  two  parts;  push 
the  charcoals  to  the  sides  of  the 
grill  (such  as  a  Weber),  lining  them 
along  the  sides  of  the  drip-pan 
which  is  centered  in  the  grill's 
basin.    The  drip-pan  prevents  the 
turkey's  drippings  from  starting  a 
grease  fire  on  the  hot  charcoals. 

Put  the  trussed  and  seasoned  turkey 
on  the  grill,  centered  over  the 
drip-pan,  and  cook  12  minutes  to 
the  pound.    Add  a  few  charcoals  to 
each  side  as  needed. 

If  the  grill's  lid  won't  fit  over 
the  turkey  (as  mine  won't),  make  a 
loose-fitting  tent  from  the  foil 
and  fasten  it  to  the  grill's  bowl 
with  clothes  pins.    Puncture  the 
foil  in  several  places,  plus  at  the 
top,  for  air  vents. 

Protect  the  parts  of  the  bird  prone 
to  burning  with  bits  of  foil  -  the 
wingtips,  leg,  and  thigh  area. 
Baste  and  season  the  bird  as  you 
would  if  it  were  being  roasted  in 
the  oven.     The  timing  given  above 
produces  meat  pink  at  the  bone  - 
sweet  and  juicy.

4-5  cups  day-old  bread  cubes 

1  tbs.  soy  sauce

1  medium  onion,  chopped

Bake  the  eggplant,  whole,  on  a 
cookie  sheet  at  350  degrees  until 
soft;  set  aside  to  cool.

Stir  the  batter 
well  and  pour  1H  tbsps  into  the 
skillet,  and  quickly  tilt  from  side 
to  side  to  distribute  the  batter 
evenly.     Brown  one  side  only  and 
flip  unbrowned  side  down  to  a  warm 
platter . 

Butter  the  skillet  for  each  cake  and 
brown  quickly  until  all  the  batter 
is  used.     There  should  be  12  or  14 
thin  flentjes. 

Fill  the  BROWNED  side  with  1  or  2 
tbsps  savory  or  sweet  and  roll  the 
cake  into  a  cylinder.     Set  the  cylin- 
ders side  by  side  in  a  buttered  shal- 
low baking  pan. 

If  the  filling  is  sweet,  sprinkle 
the  flentjes  with  sugar  flavored 
with  cinnamon  or  ginger.
